HISTORY OF THOMAS SMITH WEBB MEDAL 


The Thomas Smith Webb Medal was established by Grand Commandery on 
May 9, 193, by Sir Kt. William S. Hamilton, Right Eminent Grand Come 
mander, to be given to those members who had held continuous membership 
ina Commandery for O years or morés 


The design selected shows the ‘head of Thomas Smith Webb, our first 
Grand Commander, superimposed upon the Cross. Templary was first 
brought to this country by the British troops (28th Regiment of Foot 
now the lst Bn. of the Worcestershire Regiment) who were then stationed 
in Boston. Glittering Star Lodge #322, a traveling Masonic Army Lodge 
and Army Lodge #58, both under Charter of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, 
had received some degrees that the Lodges under English and Scottish 
Charters hed not received. 


The records show that on August 28, 1769, nearly a year after their ar- 
rival, a Royal Arch Lodge was formed. (This Lodge is now St. Andrews 
Royal Arch Chapter of Boston) and 10 Brothers were present, 6 soldiers 
and , members of the Lodge of Saint Andrews (under Scottish Charter.) 
The records show that on that night the following Orders were conferred 
upon William Davis, a Past Master of Glittering Star Lodge #322 and an 
officer of the Regiment; viz: Excellent, Super Excellent, Royal Arch 
and Knight Templar, 


We next find that the Orders were conferred upon Paul Revere on Decem- 
ber 11, 1769, and on May 1), 1770 upon General Joseph Warren (later 
upon Robert Newman, who hung the lantern in the Old North Church). 


After the close of the Revolutionary War, the Orders began to be worked 
by regular and duly constituted Encampments. The Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templar of Mass. and Rhode Island was organized May 6, 1805. 

The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of America 
was organized June 22, 1816, 


Thomas Smith Webb was born in Boston in 1771. He was made a Mason in 
Keene, N.H., 1792, a Royal Arch Mason in Harmony Chapter, Philadelphia, 
Penna., 1796. Soon after this he moved to Albany, N.Y., and was active 
in Masonic work. He came to Rhode Island in 1799 and became prominent 
in Lodge and Chapter. Just where and when he received his Templar de- 
gree is uncertain, but in 1802 he, with five other Sir Knights, formed 
St. Johnts Commandery in Providence and he became its first Commander; 
in 1815 he again moved to Boston. 


He died very suddenly while making a visit in Cleveland, Ohio, July 6, 
1819. His remains were brought back to Providence and at a later period 
&@ movement was started to erect a monument to his memory. In 1862 his 
remains were removed to a lot in the North Burying Ground, and a monu- 
ment of white marble was erected thereon. On the West face appears the 
followings

Providence 1802; Commander until 18143; Grand Master of the Grand En- 
campment of Mass. and R.1l. from 1805 to 1817; Deputy Grand Master of 
the General Grand Encampment of the U.S. fro 1816 until his deat

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DeMOLAY AND MASONRY 


The Order of DeMolay had its inceptidn in a dream--the dream of one. 
Frenk S. Land, of Kanses City, Missour{. Dad Land and his nine charter 
mesthers Q@id not organize as a Masonic body, but the bond between DeMolay 
and Masonry has been exeeptionally close. "he Internaticnal Supreme 
Council consists of outstanding Masons. Thousands of chapters of 
DeMolay are sponsored by Masonic bodies, many of which are Commanderieag 
of Knights Templar. The ideal of character development is conmon to 
both DeMolay and Templary. It behooves us to support DeMolay in our 
communities. The future of Masonry and Templary lies within this youth 
organization. Sixty-five per cent of all DeMolay have become Masons, 
Over 70,000 have become worshipful masters of Blue Lodges, and many as 
Commanders of Commanderies of Knights Templar. Jacques DeMolay, for 
whom the Order of DeMolay was named, was the last Grand Master of 
Knights Templar in the years of the Crusades. A native of Vitrey,France 
Jacques DeMolay entered the order of Knights Templar in the year 1265 
and set out for the East to take part in the defense of the Holy Land 
against the Saracens. In 1298, he was elected Grand Master of Knights 
Templar, which order was founded in the year 1118. The chief purpose 
ef the order was to protect Christianity and to prevent the invasion 
and conquest of Europe by the Turks, In the ranks of the Knights were 
princes of royalty and members of the finest families of Europe. Cru- 
Sade followed crusade during the years of tribulation for Christianity. 
The Knights amassed considerable wealth during these crusades which 
aroused covetousness, powerful enemies, and ultimately resulted in the 
downfall of the Order, and the Grand Master Jacques DeMolay was burned 
at the stake. The Order of DeMolay supports Christianity as does the 
Order of Knights Templar. Let's get back of this great order wholes. 
heartedly, A DeMolay subscribes to this Code: he serves God; honors 
all womanhood; loves and honors his parents; is honest; practices 
honest toil; is loyal to ideals and friends; his word is as good as 
his bond; he is courteous; is at all times a gentleman; is a patriot in 
Peace as well as in war; is clean in mind and body; stands unswervingly 
for the public schools and always bears the reputation for a good and 
law-abiding citizen. 


Many of the lessons of Masonry are based upon the building of King Sol- 
omon'ts Temple, many features of which may be found in the works of dif- 
ferent writers, but strange as it may be, not one record has been found 
where the writer actually saw the building. Its Planning and the actual 
building are told in the books of Kings and Chronicles in our Holy Bible 
and many years thereafter by some ancient writers among whom was Jog- 
ephus, whose writings are accepted for his time. 

The Mosque of Omar is of octagonal shape and each panel is square, The 
Dome rises to a height of 108 feet and is called "Dome of the Rock" pbe- 
cause it covers the top of Mt. Moriah. Included in the present struc- 
ture are several finely wrought columns which once Occupied a place in
